On Iho whole 
I have come lo Ihe conclusion that the 
least objection able kind of dnin for sit or- 
chard of bearing Irees, which fill the entire 
ground with roots, Is the old fashioned 
blind draiu, weil secured at the top by small 
stones and such other miteriil as will prc- 
vsnt the earlh over the drain from break- 
Ing through.
